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MDARC General Meeting 


The meeting was called to order by 
vice president WA6DQN, Visitors KQED, 
Dave, from Walnut Creek, WA6GYY Paul, 
and KA6FOY Russ, were introduced. Trea- 
surer Larry W6CPO reported savings ba- 
lance of $1,410. 90 and checking balance 
of $0.57. He plans to transfer funds 
From savings to checking on Monday. 

Emergency Coordinater Hank W6ZHY 
announced the ARRL Simulated Emergency 
Test on Saturday, October 20, the day 
following the next Club meeting. The 
county-wide disaster simulation excercise 
yesterday, September 20, was described 
by W6CPO who participated in Hercules 
where simulated injuries were cared 
for by emergency medical units. Rick 
WB6EZI, described the East county ac- 
tivity in which 8 hams manned the Delta 
Radio Club communications center, 2 
hospitals, and 3 "phone booth" locations 
(for handling public calls for assis- 
tance). They also set up a radio-tele- 
type link with the county EOC. Frank 
N6GQ operated from the Consolidated Fire 
District dispatch center where a "war 
room" with fire chief and 8 other fire- 
men directed operations. A regular posi- 
tion was provided for the amateur radio 
operator who handled emergency traffic 
to other agencies. 

Guy KE6BS reported that radio clas- 
ses were under was with about 25 students 
from Novice to Extra Class. 

The next license examinations will be 
held on January 15, 1985, and are open 
to all who apply, not just to those 
attending the classes. Advance appli-

Lauren, WA6CIE, discussed the recent 
proposal of the ARRL to the FCC that re- 


_ gulation of federally licensed amateur 


radio facilities be reserved to the 
Federal Government. Such a ruling would 
prevent local zoning authorities from 
limiting or forbidding the erection of 
antenna towers. A date for comments on 
the proposal (P.R.B. #1) has not yet been 
set. Discussion indicated that the matter 
was legally complex and might have to be 
tested in the courts; also that any such 
determination, if valid, would not apply 
to private covenants restricting such 
structures. Lauren urged all members to 
write to the FCC endorsing the League 
proposal. 


Russ Hockins KA6FOY called the Club's 
attention to the availability of a large 
van suitable for a mobile communications 
center that is for sale by an environmen- 
tal organization in Redwood City. 

The meeting recess for coffee and 
doughnuts provided by the Salvation Army 
disaster relief canteen van wnich was on 
display outside the meeting place. 

After the break Lt. Dennis Payton, 
commander of the Concord center of the 
Salvation Army, spoke on the history and 
objectives of the Salvation Army and its 
disaster relief activities; he showed 
slides of their units in action in Coal- 
inga following the April 1984 earthquake.
